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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed 23 September 2003 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (l)a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a column 
that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the examiner's 
initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information disclosure 
statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the application file, 
but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the continuing 
data in page is not updated. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
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form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed 
in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and 
(4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments 
Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or 
indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, 
the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 



5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Badejo (US 6,031,100). Badejo's invention is 
directed to a process for the preparation of quinacridone pigments by microwave. Badejo 
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" discloses in Example 3 that the process comprises the use of heating means, 
electromagnetic radiation means, cleaning means and drying means. Badejo also discloses 
in col. 5, lines 36-48 the use of kneading means for the conditioning of the quinacridone 
pigment. As such, the claim is anticipated by Badejo's teachings. If there is a difference, 
it will be the intended use of the apparatus. The subject matter as a whole would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have modified the reference's teachings because it has been held on the intended use of a 
device that "apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does", Hewlett- 
Packard Co. v. Bausch d Lomb Inc., 15 USPQ 2d 1525.
